Born  at  Rheims  About  1630;  Died  in  1678 
“Nothing  more  admirable  has  been  done  in  the  realms  of  engraving 
than  these  quiet  prints,  in  which  there  is  no  affectation,  no  parade  of 
technical  brilliance,  and  it  is  a question  whether  anything  more  sincere 
has  been  accomplished  in  the  history  of  portraiture.  The  portraits  of 
Nanteuil  take  their  place  with  perfect  dignity  alongside  of  the  subtle 
crayon  portraits  of  the  courtiers  of  Henry  VIII,  at  Windsor  Castle, 
and  the  exquisite  drawings  of  the  courtiers  of  Francis  I and  Henry  II, 
which  alone  would  make  Chantilly  worthy  of  a pilgrimage.  Nanteuil’s
